Be Held in Munich Today — 


With war clouds moving dan- 
gerously near the breaking point, 
the whole world during the past 
week has been held in the direst 
suspense, as the diplomats of the 
world have been working day 
and night to prevent the cata- 
clysm which would envelope 
Europe, 

Renewed hope that war may 
yet be averted is contained in 
the cabled dispatches _ received 
last night, which stated that in 
the British House of Commons 
yesterday Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain made the dramatic an- 
nouncement, to a packed house 
and a tense nation, that he will 
fly to Munich today (Thursday) 
to attend a momentous confer- 
ence in which the British leader 
will meet with Chancellor Hitler 
of Germany, Premier Mussolini of 
Italy and Premier Daladier of 
France in a last-minute effort to 
avoid war. 

With tears in his eyes Premier 
Chamberlain made the announce- 
ment, when members on the floor 
of the House and peers in the 
galleries waved papers, shouting

Thirty-one Years 


Week of Sept. 11 to 17 Warmest 
September Week in Over Thirty 
Years; Fine Weather Continues 


With daily maximum tempera- 
tures of 78, 83, 81, 86, 83, 87 and 
89 degrees the week of Sept. 11 
to 17 was quite the warmest Sep- 
tember week recorded in 31 
years. Even in July and August 
there have been very few warmer 
weeks in any year. The hottest 
week at Lacombe was the last 
two days of June and the first 
five days of July, 1924, with daily 
temperatures of ; 88, 99, 101, 
78, 85 and 98 degrees. Since the 
end of the three weeks of wet 
weather, from August 4 to 23, 
with 4.7 inches of rain, the 
weather has been bright and un- 
usually warm. , 

This combination of moisture 
and heat has forced rapid filling 
and ripening of the late seeded 
crops. Threshing is pow about 
50 per cent done and only in two 
or three years have,.yields and 
grades been better than this year. 

Only on August 11 and Septem- 
ber 7 has the temperature been 
down to 32 degrees and there has 
been almost no frost damage.

Alberta Supreme Court 
Rules Production Tax Out 


By T. B. WINDROSS 


EDMONTON. — The best news 
that Alberta farmers have had 
for years, apart from this year’s 
good crop, was the judgment of 
the Alberta appeal court over the 
week-end, ruling ultra vires the 
Production Tax Act by which 
Provincial Government planned 
to take from farmers seven per 
cent of all the agricultural pro- 
duce in the province. 

The appeal court was unani- 
mous in its decision, declaring 
that the proposed tax would be 
“indirect” taxation and therefore 
outside the powers of the pro- 
vincial legislature, according to 
the terms of the constitution of 
Canada. By that judgment, the 
British North America Act and 
the Alberta Supreme Court have 
combined to have the effect of 
saving millions of dollars for Al- 
berta farmers, which the Aber- 
hart government would have 
taken in taxes under its legisla- 
tion. 

There was reason to believe, 
at the same time, that at’ least 
some of the members of that 
same Provincial Government’ are 
relieved by the squashing of the 
Production Tax Act, which was 
passed last spring under the 
glorious but somewhat mislead- 
ing tithe of the “Agricultural 
Land Relief Act.” Farmers all 
over the province—even Social 
Credit party groups—had pro- 
tested vigorously against the act 
because it was obvious that the 
legislation would take millions 
of dollars out of the pockets of 
citizens on the land, 


That provision of the B.N.A. 
Act which limits a province to 
direct taxation figured largely 
last week in a new dispute be- 
tween the Aberhart Government 
and the chartered banks, when 
the banks decided to fight a new 
levy, by the province, amounting 
to $106,000. 

The extra levy was demanded 


by a new act passed last spring, 
as part of the Government's 
campaign against banks, coming 
on top of the $2,000,000 annual 
tax which the privy council sub- 
sequently declared ultra vires 
and on top of increased regular 
taxes. The $106,000 was to be a 
surtax of 50 per cent on regular 


taxes, totalling $330,000, which up 


the Government hoped to take 
from Alberta banks this year. 

As this week opened, the mys- 
tery of just what the Government 
has in mind for a new scrip issue 
and “credit houses” remained as 
deep as ever. The Government 
had kept secret for four weeks 
the terms of an order-in-council 
which was supposed to explain 
everything. Ministers, including 
Hon, Lucien Maynard, made 
flourishing pronouncements _re- 
garding a new medium of ex- 
change, and, at last, a method of 
“letting the people use their own 
credit.” But when the text of the 
order-in-council became public 
last Saturday in spite of the Gov- 
ernment secrecy, it was seen that 
there was no provision for any 
scrip issue in it. A statement by 
the Premien promised _ great 
benefits by his “interim  pro- 
gram” but the actual order did 
no more than provide for branch- 
es of the treasury department- 
ministers have been referring to 
them as “credit houses”—which 
would accept cash for deposit, 
and would undertake to pay a 
bonus not exceeding three per 
cent on the portions of deposits 
used in dealing with merchants 
under contract with the Govern- 
ment, 

The establishment of a new 
provincial marketing board, it is 
believed here, is an attempt to 
have that board take over, from 
the “credit houses,” the market- 
able goods which farmers would 
be expected to hand to the Gov- 
ernment in exchange for serip. 
The board would sell for cash,

ACOMBE lags far behind other progressive 


towns in the matter of street lighting. Down- 
town Lacombe streets are poorly lighted and pro- 
vide but poor welcome to the Saturday night shop- 
’ pers who crowd the Town to do their regular 
- week-end buying. At the main corner in the town, 
the Royal Bank corner, only one light is installed, 
failing miserably to dispel the gloomy and dismal 
darkness, 

In the town to our south, Red Deer, street 
lamps of modern design blaze forth a welcome to 
visitors and shoppers alike. Last year Red Deer 
installed these lamps, providing a lighting power 
‘unequalled by any other town along the Calgary- 
Edmonton line. Why not Lacombe? 

These lights cost Red Deer $166.65 each. Fifty 
per cent of this amount was paid by the Town 
‘jtself, while the other fifty per cent is being paid 
by. the merchantsrand business men of the town 


by way of a frontage tax, the added assessment. 


being paid over a number of years. 

This then, does not seem unreasonable ex- 
pense. Every merchant in town should be will- 
ing to pay the small extra amount on their busi- 
ness tax each year to provide lighting in down- 
town streets which would be a credit to the town, 
and a welcome to its Visitors. It would be a 
greatly needed improvement and good advértising 

. for Lacombe which would stand for years, 

Street lights and wiring at the present time 
in this Town are not owned by Lacombe itself. 
All street lights are the property of the Calgary 
Power Co., which firm provides utilities to the 
Town under contract. This contract expires next 
year on June 30, and any action which the Town 
might take towards rennovation of its streét Jight- 
ing system could be made before that time. 

Not only would these street lamps of modern 
design improve immeasurably the lighting of the 

. downtown streets—their installation would mean 
the disappearance of the unsightly poles and wir- 
ing which run haphazard at all angles across the 
Lacombe streets at the present time. Their instal- 
lation would clean up one of the major eye-sores 
of this town. 

The idea is worthy of every citizen’s atten- 


tion and careful thought of every Lacombe resi- 
dent. 


Still Another Experiment 


AR news and the scare of war has forced 
from the front pages of the dailies the an- 


nouncement made by the Social Credit cabinet 
ministers recently that $200,000 had been voted by 
the Alberta cabinet for the installation of state 
credit houses. This dream of social credit theor- 
ism appears at last to be a- reality as Premier 
Aberhart. and his supporters make another bid 
for public support. 

How the state credit houses will work is a 

_ secret of the Provincial Government at the time 
of writing. Doubtlessly some sort of “prosperity 
certificates” will be issued in an endeavor to pro- 
vide what is claimed more purchasing power in 
Alberta. Whether this “scrip” will be received 
with open arms by the Alberta public ic a conten- 
tious point. 

The “prosperity certificate’ issue of 1936 
failed miserably at considerable expense to this 
province. Now another $200,000 of public monies 
is to be thrown into.the ring in a gamble that citi- 
zens will accept the new certificates at will. It 
is possible, but not probable that these certificates 
will be accepted at large, for the record of the 
Aberhart Government does not find general favor 
throughout the province. 

Whatever the final fate of the state credit 
houses, Premier Aberhart is being given another 
opportunity to put his theory of credit once more 
to the test. 


Responsibilities in Holy Land 


(From the Sydney, N.S.W., Herald) 
SHE British Government in Palestine 
responsibilities it cannot evade. There is 
primarily the restoration of security in a region 
of first-class strategic importance to the whole 
Empire. The intense interest of the Arab world 
in the outcome of what is accepted as a national 
struggle makes the Palestine problem one Of in- 
ternational dimensions, Whitehall’s cultivation of 
close friendly relations with Turkey and Egypt 
confirms this view. British prestige in advocacy 
and exposition of enlightened self-government for 
nationally-conscious peoples is here at stake; and 
in this particular instance the British Government 
is specifically charged with a task for which it 
sought international approval at Geneva. Britain 
in Palestine must be a mediator as well as suzer- 
ain, a trustee while at the same time unable to re- 

sign commitments as an interested party.

Britain and France persuaded a to 
accept, agreeing to give up land which she had 
improved, policed, and fortified during the twen- 
ty years of her existence were acceptable to the 
Hitler of Berchtesgaden, but not to the week 
older Hitler of Godesberg, Wheti he so graciously 
received Mr. Chamberlain there, his demands were 
stepped up to a point which I firmly ‘believe he 
knew. would not be accepted. 

Don’t let us for one instant fool ourselves 
into believing that Hitler desires peace. On Page 
708 of his book, “Mein Kampf,” (his declaration of 
beliefs), he writes: “Let us make up our minds 
that we shall never win back lost territory by sol- 
emn invocation of the law . . . but ONLY BY 
FORCE OF ARMS.” Again on Page 710, we find 
these lost ,territories “must be won by a sharp- 
ened sword, that is, by: bloody. struggle.” 

On Monday’ he vowed that these present de- 
mands were thé last -territorial concessions he 
desired in Europe, but when he is esconced on 
top of the Sudeten mountains, won’t his eyes 
stray towards the oil fields of Rumania, and the 
agricultural cernucopia of the Ukraine, and won't 
he, perhaps, toy with the idea of a possible out- 
let via the Black Sea? These sentiments were 
aired in this column quite a few months ago, and 
confirmation can be found in his already men- 
tioned book; on Page 742, where he. writes, “If 
‘we speak today in Europe of new soil, we can but 
think of Russia, and her subject border states,” 
and again on the same page, he speaks of the 
migration of the Germans being reversed and 
turned “eastwards.” Does that sound as if Czecho- 
Slovakia were to be the last victim of his am- 
bition? 

His ultimatum, » dativersa at Godesberg, was 
impossible of fulfilment. It is. such a tragedy, 
for after years of oppression, the Czechs had 
grasped this, their first opportunity of self- 
expression, and were quickly forging ahead in- 
dustrially. Does Hitler maybe covet “Skoda,” the 
munitions factory. which can “bear comparison 
with Krupp’s? Another outstanding Czech 
achievement is “Bata,” a super shoe factory which 
holds an unique and enviable position in Europe 
today, and which employs more than 30,000 per- 
sons. Czecho-Slovakian novelties and china are 
being sold all over the world today, and their 
products along these lines have surely ousted Ger- 
many’s like contribution. 


A small point that is interesting to note is 
that the part of Czecho-Slovakia that Hitler in- 
tends to have handed over to him, lock, stock 
and barrel, by Saturday next, is the Bohemia of 
before the war, and which is very rich in coal and 
iron. 

All the nations of the world are dictating to 
Czecho-Slovakia in a desperate gamble for peace; 
‘we must remember, however, that this gamble is 
not with their own nationals, but it does involve 
the lives and properties of Czecho-Slovakians. 

Hitler’s concession of a plebiscite to be held 
by November 25th, after the Germans have occu- 
pied the Sudeten territory for two -months, is 
really too apparent to need elucidating. Who 
would dare vote against “Der Fuhrer” at a Hitler- 
devised and supervised plebiscite? 

Also, those who feel that peace must be 
bought at any price, at any sacrifice of ideals, 
would be well advised to examine this question 
closely, War, averted now, is not Peace attained 
but Hell postponed. Who is going to benefit by 
a breathing-spell? An even stronger Germany 
will undoubtedly be the only result. 

The German Dictator is ‘today laying the 
blame of war on Dr. Benes’ shoulders, but this is 
only a quibble, a duplication of 1914. Serbia 
served as the scapegoat then, as Czecho-Slovakia 
is being made to do today. 

Great Britain stands in the unfortunate but 
all-important position pf being called in as ar- 
bitrator or mediator in most international dis- 
putes. It is a thankless task; apparently she is 
going to have to share the blame if war breaks 
out, because she did not FORCE Czecho-Slovakia 
to accept Hitler’s terms—terms which would spell 
this little republic’s death-warrant, 

How right was Anthony Eden when he con- 
demned Chamberlain’s “policy of appeasement,” 
for I believe, and I am not alone in my belief, 
that Eden’s firm stand would not have allowed 
this position to have developed. The latest bul- 
letins show Great Britain, France and Russia more 
united, and standing firmer shoulder to shoulder, 
but it may well be too late to avert disaster, So, 
one man in his vaingloriousness, his bombastic 
egotism, his desire to prove to himself his own 
omnisience, who has said (Mein Kampf, Page 
152): “ . what is not yielded by gentle per- 
suasion will have to be taken by the strong right 
arm,” may well be signing the death-warrants of 
millions of human beings, unleashing the dogs of 
war, making beasts of God’s people, whom He 
“made in his own image.”

Dr. Manion has to contest one of 
those by-elections himself in 
order -to obtain a seat in the 
Commons and function as Leader 
of His Majesty’s Loyal Opposi- 
tion.. It is necessary for him, 
accordingly, to keep within. com- 
muting distance of Ottawa so as 
to be on hand when the by-elec- 
tions are called. He would: not 
want to be caught. somewhere 
out on the Prairies or on. the 
Pacifie Coast in the midst of a 
schedule of speaking engage- 
ments by a surp ‘Government 
announcement of the impending 
contests in which he must. take 
so personal an interest. 


The question which Parliament ~ 


Hill is asking with considerable 
interest these days is, Where is 
Herridge? The former Minister 
to Washington, who is credited 
with having been the inspiration 


for the 1935 reform’ program of 


the Conservative party, has’ dis- 
appeared from thé political stage 
of the Capital as suddenly and as 


completely as though he had 


stepped on one of those innum- 
erable trap-doors: in public life 
that lead to. oblivion, But why 
Major Herridge should disappear 
into oblivion at the present time 
is something that' Federal politi- 
cal circles fail to comprehend. 
For Major Herridge is a crusad- 
er, and above everything else he 
is a crusader for reform, which 
Hon. Dr. Manion has made his 
rallying slogan. Furthermore, in 
the eventful days of late 1934 be- 
fore the rift in the Conservative 
Cabinet, there was no more 
familiar triumvirate to be seen 
taking an evening constitutional 
around the Parliament Hill walks 
than Dr. Manion, Major Herridge 
and Hon. “Harry” Stevens. 
Now, of this celebrated trium- 
virate, apparently Dr. Manion 
alone retains the crusading in- 


* terest in reform. Major Herridge 


is practicing law unobstrusively 
in the Capital and spending his 
spare time in reading and other 
quiet pursuits in the miniature 
empire that he owns in the Gati- 
neau Hills, “Harry” Stevens is 
just as conspicuously absent from 
the Manion leadership picture. 
Recent rumors have credited him 
with a loss of interest in Federal 
politics and with ambitions for 
power in the Provincial field in 
British Columbia. It has been 
represented to Parliament Hill 
that the former leader of the Re- 
construction party would be pre- 
pared to accept the Provincial 
leadership of the Tories on the

Diamond Pin From 
Africa Given Away

Africa, you will in all probability 
take a trip into Rhodesia, named 
after that great imperialist, Cecil 
Rhodes, and when in Rhodesia 
your first thought will be—you 
must go to Kimberley, where the 
wonderful DeBeers mines are lo- 
cated. There you will find that 
modern mechanism has_trans- 
formed the old mines into a busy 
hive of industry. 


In the old days everything was 
practically done by Coolie labor 
and even now many hundreds of 
Coolies are employed deep down 
in the bowels of the earth.

It was 145 years ago on Sun- 
day since ‘the birth of one of 
Englarid’s most noted poets, 
Felicea Dorothea Hemans, whose 
beautiful verses are still to be 
found in many of our present- 
day school text books. Born on 
September 25, 1793, Mrs. Hemans 
died in 1835 at the age of 42 
years, leaving behind a long list 
of splendid poems, of which 
“The Graves of a Household,” 
“The Landing of the Pilgrim 
Fathers” and “The Homes of 
England” are probably the best 
known. Do you recall the latter 
poem? Let me quote you a part 
of the first verse of that master- 
piece:— 

“The stately homes of England, 
How beautiful they stand, 
Amidst their tall ancestral trees, 
O’er all the pleasant land.” 


Mrs. Hemans began writing at 
the age of 14; at 21 her poems 
were receiving national attention 
and steadily improved until fail- 
ing health and an early death 
‘ended her efforts.
